In addition to 
that Examiner takes Official Notice that nowdays the Shigemoto reference of the clock wiring design concerns every digital integrated 
circuit design, without exception. It is hard to believe that the area of the Applicant's endevor is a design of the digital integrated circuits 
(with plurality of external input/output circuits, as stated in the Claims) having no clock signals.
